““The remaining great ranges
of the west should be cut into
small farms so as to give all rural
residents an equal chance in
stock raising. The hills of New
England with their springs and
abundant shade should be utiliz-
ed in the cattle business, In
some parts of the south corn
should be substituted for cotton
in order that the production of
cattle and hogs may be increased.
Heifer calves should be protected
from slaughter.”

It was asserted that more
stringent and often unnecessary
rules were being added to those
now in foree with the result that
the cost of meat was being in-
creased.
